Eld. R. G. Hewlett read the following report : 











Evils of the use of Tobacco: 








It seems to be taken 
subject, that there are 





for granted in the statement of this 


evils connected with, or resulting from, 
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the use of tobacco. Your committee, then, will not attempt 
to prove this facet, but proce ed to point out what we believe 
to be some of those evils. 

First. It is a useless or unnecessary practice. We will 
not attempt an arguinent on this point, 

Second. It is a filthy habit. This needs no demonstration, 
as we have a vast amount of occular evidence of! the fact. 


Third. In the opinion of your committee it is In a major- 


ity of cases, at least, injurious to the health, being an unneces- 


sary stimulant. 

Fourth. It is a social evil, being offensive—in some cases 
exceedingly offensive—to the sensibilities of those who do not 
use it, but are necessarily brought in immediate contact with 


it by their associations with those who do use. 


Fifth.’ This being admitted, your committee is of opinion 


that it would not be difficult to show that it is a moral evil, us 


the Scriptures do not allow us the privilege of inflicting an 
unnecessary nuisance upon any of our fellow men. 

Sixth. It is a ve ry expensive habit. Last year 27 ,O00,- 
000 pounds of tobacco, and nearly 2,000,000,000 cigars were 
smoked, snuffed and chewed in the United States along. 


Putting this tobacco at fifty cents per pound, and the cigars 


at a nickle a picee, we have the enormous sum of $113,000,- 
500 that is smoked, snuffed. and chewed in this country per 
annum, Estimating one-tenth of this. to be thus spent by 
professors of religion, we have $11,350,000; allowing $1000 
per man, this would support 11,350 missionaries in heathen 
lands—perhaps ten times the number of foreigners laboring 


in heathen lands, the world over, outside the Catholie church, 


The whole amount spent for tobacco, given to the cause of 


Christ, would amply support over 100,000 preachers of the 
Gospel. And this vast sum, in the estimation uf your com- 
mittee, is more than thrown away. 


And yet we call ourselves christians, and propose to teach 
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the heathen world and the balance of mankind temperance, 
sobriety, self-denial, ete... In view of all this, I am not sur- 
prised that the heathen Chinee are contemplating the establish- 
ing of a mission or missions in our own country to convert us. 

How can the tobaceo user approach with a clear conscience, 
New Testament in hand, the Chinese opium eater and pro- 
pose to teach him sobriety, temperance, etc., is a mystery that 
your committee does not pretend to be able to unravel. 

In view of all this, we are irresistably driven to the conclu- 
sion that tobacco using is a sinful practice, and that it is the 
duty of all christians to abstain from it and do what they can 
to dissuade others from its use.

Ministerial Education: 


Your Committee to whom was referred the subject of Min- 
isterial Education, submits the following: 

No subject that will come before this body, is of more im- 
portance to us, as~a Denomination, or demands at. our hands 
more prompt action than Ministerial Education. 

- This isa fast age, we live in an era of tremendous activi- 
ties; error of the most ruinous character abound. Roman 
Catholicism, Ritualism, and Infidelity, are making rapid pro- 
gress in portions of our country; with masques thrown off 
and armed for the conflict, they have assaulted the very cit- 
adel of a pure christianity, and boldly and defiantly challen- 
ge the advocates of God’s pure and unadulterated Truth to 
contest. The Prince of Darkness has taken the field in per- 
son; he expects no quarter and he gives none: how shall they be 
met? Certainly not by a cringing and compromising policy. 
They must be met front to front. 
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“We must have a ministry equal in point of literary attain- 


ments, to those against whom we have to contend. The time 
has fully come when Greek must mect Greek, and when. sci- 
en@e must be met by learning. The age demands and we need 
a Ministry keenly alive to the Master’s cause, panoplied in the 
whole armor of God. Profoundly sensible of their grand 
mission, whose bugle blast shall send forth no uncertain sound. 
Marshalling the forces, rallying the rank, and file of the 
army of the Son of God for the contest. 

We have and love to cherish institutions of learning for 
our young ministers, not to make preachers that God did not 
call, but as much as possble, in our humble way, to do what 
our Savior did for them three years. Educate ministers after 
they are called of God to preach. 

Ministers are wanted every where, and every body, saint 
and sinner, wants and apprecitates, and will have the best edu- 
cated as well as the most pious and devoted preacher they 
can find, 

The world of mind is fast waking up to the fact, that the 
field of the Gospel is tlie world, and we must do our part in 
supplying this great field with qualified preachers, 

Astronomy, anatomy, physiology, the physical sciences, 
everything good, should be laid under contribution to the 
pulpit; they must understand the word of God, or else they will 
fail to teach its blessed truths to others. They must contend 
earnestly for the faith once delivered tothe saints; like Howe, 
they should feel that they come to rouse the slumbers of one 
world by the thunders of another. 


We would not be understood as saying that uneducated 
ministers have accomplished no good in the cause of the 
Master; by no means; the? have done noble and lasting 
service; but we think they*would willingly testify thgt they 
have often felt the need of a thorough education. 

While we recommend every suitable institution of learning, 
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we would earnestly urge the claims of Mississippi College 
and the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, to the favor- 
able consideration of this Association.

Report on Foreign Missions: 
« 
Since the giving of the last great. grand commission by 


Jesus Christ: “Go ye into all the world, and preach the gos- 
pel to every creature,” with the promise: “Lo, I am with you 
always, even unto the end of the world,” it has been the duty 
of His chureh to send the Gospel abroad into the regions be- 
yond. In the first part of the present century there was a 
great revival of the missionary spirit, and consequently of 
missionary labor among the churches of Christ, and results in 
many quarters truly wonderful have followed. At that time 
almost the entire Heathen and Mahomedan world was elosed 
against all missionary labor. But while- God has stirred up 
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the churches to missionary labor, He has to an extent, truly 
wonderful, opened a door among the nations of earth, for the 
gospel of Christ. As the result of this, it is stated that there 
are now in China thirty christian churches at work, and the 
number of converts rapidly increasing. 

Japan welcomes christianity, and proclaims the christian 
Sabbath. There are 350 churches in Burmah, and nine-tenths 
of the work is done by native missionaries, and for every con- 
vert fifty years ago, there are now one thousand. 

Persia, Syria, Gambia, Liberia, and other countries are oc- 
cupied by missionaries, with thousands’ of communicants, as 
the result of their labors. 

There are forty thousand communicants in South Africa, 
and forty-five thousand children in the schools. 

Twenty thonsand gathered into the churches of Madagascar, 
and Polynesia is said to be almost entirely christian, 

In view of all this accomplished in fifty years, well may we 
exclaim, what hath God wrought! 

The Baptists of the South have their missions in China, 
with brethren Groves, Gates and Crawford at the head, with 
many other laborers. This force is soon to be strengthened, 
we are glad to learn, by the return of Bro. Simmons. 

In Rome we have Brethren Taylor, and others, native Ital- 
ian preachers. In Africa, Bro. David and a colored preacher, 
who went out as his fellow laborer; and we feel thankful that 
the Lord is wonderfully blessing their labors. 

We recommend that the Foreign Mission work to our 
brethren as being second to none in which we as a Denom- 
ination are engaged. 

Your committee would recommend as a plan to forward 
this good work, and give all our Brethren and Sisters a chance 


to contribute of their means to this heavenly enterprise; that 
each pastor of our several churches of this Association, be 
requested to preach at least one sermon on Foreign Missions 
during our ensuing Associational year,‘ and should take up

But enormous as these figures appear, they sink into insignifi- 
cance When compared with the amount uselessly and sinfully 
thrown away. during the year 1879. 

It is stated in Prophetic Times (which is reliable authority we 
presume) Volume 2, No. 8, page 270, that during the year above 
named, that the tremendous sum of $225,300,000 was expended 


for tobacco in this country; Now, allowing a tenth of this .to be ~ 


spent by professors of réligion, instead of $11,350,000, we have the ; 
amazing sum of $22,500,000, which at $1000 each, would place in 

the Master’s vineyard about 22,530 laborers: Preachers enough to 

hear the glad tidings of |the gospel of Peace to every heathen land, 

and supply the pulpits pf all the civilized world besides. Now 

what is the entire amount contributed in the United States for 

missions? Less than $4,000,000. 

Your committee would respectfully ask, does this not look like 
robbing God, for professed christians. in this enlightened age, in 
this gospel land, to sinfully waste, and worse than throw away, 
$18,530,000 more than they give to the cause of their Divine 
Master. It isa source of profound astonishment to see brethren 
giving annually from fifty cents to about five dollars, to the sup- 
port of their pastor, the cause of missions, charitable objects, and 
the cause of Christ generally, and throwing’ away for tobacco, 
from ten to twenty-five dollars, and sisters giving perhaps on an 
average less than half a dollar to the cause of Christ, and paying 
from thirty-five to forty cents per bottle, for from, half a dozen to 
dozen bottles of snuff during the year, and then with wonder ask, 
wherein have we robbed God. 

Your committee in conclusion would ask the serious attention of 
Baptists, and all christians to the importance of working in every 
right and lawful way to stay the future progress of this great evil.
